The bill provides that the 
work of the board shall be done by the 
state board of supervision which has the 
management of all the charitable, penal 
and reformatory institutions of the state. 
Eyen if the

of spite-work, the interest of a very 
large class of chrcnio insane, as well as 
the demands of our jails and poor­ 
house would strongly suggest the w is­ 
dom of keeping the state board of char­ 
ities and reform intact. 
There lea gooU 
deal of important work for it to do. 
It 
hrs a work to do that the state board of 
supervision would not ha?e time to do 
without a detriment to the state institu­ 
tions. 
E x-Governor Husk has some practical 
ideas in regard to the subject, In an 
interniaw the other day in Milwaukee be 
said it w .uld be bad policy to ab o lish 
the board aud impose upon the state board 
of supervision the work which properly 
belongs to anotbsf board, and he adds: 
That is my view of it. 
The fifteen 
county asylums now in operation in the 
state, I think, compare favorably with 
any other of that class of asylums any­ 
where in the United States. The board 
of chanties and reforms under the law 
has entire control over all these asylums, 
together with the poorhouses and jails, 
and I think it would be very bad policy 
to dispense with its services. 
The vast 
amount of work could not be well done 
by the state board of super vision. They 
have already several institutions which 
require all their 
attention and time. 
Charitable and penal institutions in 
Wisconsin, so far as management goeB, 
compare favorably with those of any 
state in the union, and the system of 
management has been complimented by 
other states. 
These are the records of a practical man 
of a broad business mind. And the gov - 
ernor is right. 
The special work of the 
state board of charities and reform is to 
hold supervision over all the county asy­ 
lum s, jails and poor houses in the state. 
The board created the county asylum 
system and in that did a geed thing. 
It 
is the best plan ever devised for caring 
for the chromo insane. That claes of 
patients have no business in alarge state 
institution ..-o' They can be oared for just 
as well in county asylums. 
Then the 
Bupet vision of the jails and poor houses 
is an important matter. There has bosn 
great reform in the management of there 
oonnty institutions during tho past few 
years, and this reform is due to the la­ 
bors of the state board of charities. 
With the constantly increasing number 
of chromo insane, of the poor in poor, 
houses aud of the inmates of jails, th e 
state caD afford to spend a few thousand 
dollars for the sake <t having these 
oounty 
institutions 
under 
prac­ 
tical and thorough supervision 
Intelli­ 
gent men should remember that there is 
no state id the Union that pays less for 
*be support of all its unfortunate olassest 
according to the population, than Wis­ 
consin, and certainly there is no state 
that takes better care of the unfortunates 
tinder its charge.

TUE COUNTY OPTION BILL. 


A committee of gentlemen consisting 
of the Hon. John A. Johnson, the Rev. 
Charles H. Richards, D . D ., Dr. Charles 
8 . Sheldon, Samual A. Harper, Edward 
P. W heeler, and F . J . Lamb, have in 
charge a county option bill which has 
been introduced in the legislature. This 
committee bas issued an address to the 
people on the subject of county option. 
Some of the points in the address, are as 
follow s: 
From many quarters of our state there 
arises an urgent demand for improve­ 
ment in our laws on the liquor question. 
This demand comes from no one party 
or class, but from large numbers in all 
parties and from all classes. 
All admit 
that the liquor traffic is a dangerous traf­ 
fic, fraught with alarming penis to the 
health, the morals, the business prosper- 
ity, and the general welfare of our com­ 
m o n weal th, 
The state has already rec­ 
ognized it as a dangerous business, by 
the taxes and restrictions it has already 
placed upon it. 
In all measures proposed for 
such 
legislation in Wisconsin, we must bear in 
mind the unique position of this state, in 
respect to the diversity of its popula­ 
tion. 
Widely 
different 
classes 
are 
grouped in localities, which represent 
distinct views on this question, so that 
what will suit one county will bo exceed­ 
ingly distasteful to another county. 
A county option bill has been intro­ 
duced in the legislature, which provides 
that en petition of ut least ten per cent 
of the qualified voters of any county to 
the county judge, a special election shall 
be ordered by bim , at which the voters 
shall decide by their ballots wheth r 
license shall be granted within the limits 
of that oounty for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, or whether mob sale shall be 
forbidden; sod further providing that 
the question st all not bo resubm itted to 
the people until the expiration of three 
years: 
The a. arere then closes with the re- 
qrest that til persons interested in the 
cense of 
greater improvement in our 
liq ut r laws ?ha»l {viitioo the legislature 
to pass this bill. 
It suggests that peti­ 
tions t iii ix.d be circulet! d in each town 
viLsge. ard city in I! e state, end sent to 
F . H . Or Ute, Mere-ary of the commit­ 
tee at Madison.

14.—The great 
fight between Billy Myer and Jack McAu- 
liffe for fo^OOO and tho championship took 
placo Wednesday forenoon and resulted in 
a draw at tho end of the sixty-sixth round. 
In this respect it wa3 a great disappoint­ 
ment, as tho crowd of sports from all over 
the country who wero present had hoped to 
see a finish fight and get “action” for their 
money. 
In fact, it was a disappointment 
all round. 
After being badgered by the sheriff and 
the preliminaries interrupted several times 
during the night the crowd got thoroughly 
disgusted waiting * round in this little 
place, and when, at G S’clork in tho morn­ 
ing it began to look a* lf tho fight would 
come off the sports were disposed to brook 
little further interference. 
After a great 
deal of talk Mike McDonald was selected to 
referee the mill and tho preparations were 
completed. 
When tho ring was pitched for the sec­ 
ond time the Sheriff interfered and de­ 
clared that no fight should take place while 
he was Sheriff, but after being given a lit­ 
tle soft-soap ho was induced to believe that 
it was only a boxing-match and went about 
his patrol duty.

Both men were fresh and betting was still 
even at tho end of the fiftieth round. 
At l l o’clock fifty-two rounds had been 
fought without either man having obtained 
any decided advantage, although Myer had 
a little the best of it. 
Both men fought 
strong but cautiously. 
Myer let McAuliffe 
do most of the leading, and then managed 
to get in effective counter. 
In tho fifty-third round both began to 
show signs of weakness and another tire­ 
some season of sparring followed. 
In the fifty-eighth round McAuliffe said: 
“ I can’t fight a man that won’t stand up.” 
Myer replied:

I am a 
corn-husker.

In the sixtieth round Myers landed with 
his light on McAuliffe’s ear, the first good 
blow in sixty rounds, and then both went 
back to their old waiting tactics.

W ashington, Feb. 14.—The chamber of 
the House presented a lively scene Wednes­ 
day morning. 
Although nothing of a sen­ 
sational character was expected, the gal­ 
leries were filled an hour before noon by a 
crowd of interested spectators, who were 
eager to witness the ceremonies attending 
the counting of the electoral vote. 
Tho 
ladies were in a large majority ani with 
their handsome costumes formed a pretty 
frame to the kaleidoscope picture presented 
on tho floor below. 
Beside the Speaker’s chair was placed 
one for Senator Ingalls, who, as presiding 
officer of the Senate, was to preside over 
the joint assembly, and in the area in 
area in front of the clerk’s desk were 
placed a number of richly-upholstered 
chairs and lounges for the accommodation 
of the Senators. 
At noon tho Speaker’s gavel hushed the 
hum of conversation and the chaplain made 
an appropriate prayer. 
Mr. Oates of Alabama, from the commit­ 
tee on judiciary, reported a bill to amend 
the naturalization law’s. 
Ordered printed 
and recommended, Mr. O’Neill of Missouri 
obje ting to Mr. Oates’ request that the 
committee have leave to report it back at 
any time. 
Mr. Peel of Arkansas, from the commit­ 
tee on Indian affairs, reported the Indian 
appropriation bill.

At 5 minutes before I the legislative 
proceedings were suspended, aud a few 
minutes afterward the Senate was an­ 
nounced, and the Senators, headed by offi­ 
cials, filed into the chamber. 
Senator Ingalls leaned on the arm of Sec­ 
retary McCook, and Capt. Bassett carried 
the box containing the re turns from the 
Electoral College. Tho Representatives re­ 
mained standing until the Senators had 
taken the seats assigned them, and then 
Senator Ingalls, seated on the right hand 
the Speaker, called the joint assembly to 
order. 
Mr. Ingalls said: 
“This being the day 
and the hour appointed for opening the 
certificates and counting the votes of elect­ 
ors for President, the Senate and House 
of Representatives have met together pur­ 
suant to the constitution and laws of the 
United States. 
If there lie no objection to 
the electoral vote of the State of Alabama, 
tho certificate will bo read by the tellers, 
who will make a list of the votes thereof. 
The presiding officer then broke the seal 
of the certificate from Alabama and hand­ 
ed it to Senator Manderson, one of the 
tellers, who read tho document in a clear 
voice. 
It was in due form and showed that the 
ten electoral votes of Alabama had been 
east for Cleveland and Thurman 
Tho cer­ 
tificate gave in minute detail the proceed­ 
ings of the meeting of the electors in 
Montgomery, and contained the ballots 
cast by each elector for President and 
Vice-President. 
It was accompanied by a 
statement from the Governor of Alabama 
certifying to tho election of the electors 
therein named. 
Its reading consumed sev­ 
enteen minutes. 
The announcement of the votes of other 
States was then proceeded w ith in their 
order.

M ICHIGAN SOLOKS. 


R ailroads A gain R eceive A ttention—A 
State M edical Board W anted. 
Lansing, Mich., Feb. J4.—Two Senator! 
have leveled their lances at the railroads 
Senator Gilmore introduced a bill to com­ 
pel all railroads in Michigan to sell 1,000 
mile tickets foY $20 and Senator Gorman i 
bill to limit the charge for sleeping and 
parlor cars to $75 for sleeping berths, $1.50 
t o r a section, and $2 for a state room for 
each twenty-four hours or less of occupan­ 
cy. 
In the House Mr, Murtagh presented 
a bill providing for a State board of arbi­ 
tration, composed of tho railroad commis­ 
sioner, the assistant commissioner, and tho 
mechanical engineer of the railroad depart­ 
ment, that shall arbitrate in troubles be­ 
tween 
railroad 
companies and 
their 
employes. 
It was introduced at the re 
quest of tho Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. 
Mr. 
Eaton introduced 
bill to provide for tho appointment of a 
State board of medical 'examiners—six in 
all—two from each of tho three schools of 
homeopathy, regular and electric. 
Their 
duties are to examine applicants and license 
qualified to practice medicine. Any person 
practicing without such a license may be 
fined $100 or seat to tho county jail for 
ninety day. 
The bill is aimed particularly 
at quacks, and classes all persons as prac­ 
ticing who append M. D. or M. B. to 
their names, or for a fee recommend tho 
use of auy drug for medicinal purposes. 
The land-tax bill and the bill imposing a 
State tax of $1,000 on all circuses ana 
manageries entering Michigan were both 
killed in the House. 
In the Senate a bill extending the appli­ 
cation of the marriage-license law to non­ 
residents of 
tho state was considered. 
Among the bills introduced was one to 
compel corporations which for a period of 
over ten years have owned real estate that 
is not actively used in the exercise of ♦heir 
franchises to sell the said real estate within 
six months. 
A joint resolution wasjalso 
introduced providing for a vote of the 
people next April upon a proposition to 
repeal a section of the State constitution 
which declares that no corporation except 
municipal, railroad, plank-road, and canal 
corporations shall be erected for a longer 
time than thirty years. 
Tho action of a 
number of mining corporations whose char­ 
ters have thus expired in reorganization 
under a State law bas been declared illegal 
by the Supreme court owing to a defect Ll 
tho law, and it is claimed that nearly $75, - 
000,000 in upper peninsular mining prop­ 
erty is thus tied up. 
The companies no 
longer have a legal corporate existence, 
and can not be sued or lawfully transact 
any business as corporations. 
A number 
of bills are being prepared to legalize 
these reorganization In case the section to 
repealed.

; NEW NATURALIZATION BILL. 


A M easure R equiring Five Years* R esi­ 
dence R eported In the H ouse. 
Washington, Feb. 14. — The House 
judiciary committee reported favorably a 
bill to amend the naturalization laws. 
The 
rejiort criticises the present law, in which, 
it says, there is nothing to deny citizen­ 
ship even to idiots, insane persons, paupers, 
criminals, or others who have corno into 
tho United States in flagrant violation of 
our immigration laws, while aliens, no mat­ 
ter what their character may be, after 
having legally declared their intention of 
becoming citizens are eligible for office and 
are entitled to all the privileges of native- 
born citizens. 
The bill, in brief, limits the classes of 
foreigners who shall be eligible to citizen­ 
ship (including Indians adopting civilized 
life); prescribes the form of application; 
requires that the district attorney shall de­ 
fend the government against improper 
applications and that applications shall be 
corroborated upon tho point of residence; 
restricts jurisdiction to high State courts 
and Federal courts; preserves the rights of 
aliens who have already declared their in­ 
tention; allows the right of bona-fide appli­ 
cants to make homestead entries aud to 
receive patents after naturalization, and 
requires that would-be citizens shall have 
resided five years in the United States and 
be able to read tho constitution in English.

That Chicago U niversity S hem e. 
N ew Y ork, Feb., 
14.— A M iddletown 
(N. Y.) paper announced yesterday th a t 
John D. Rockefeller will give $20,000,000 
to found a B aptist theological sem inary in 
Chicago. 
Mr. Kockoeller refused to see 
reporters to-night, 
but 
an 
authorized 
spokesman of his said tho report is incor­ 
rect. 
W hatever m ight be his intentions 
of giving he would say nothing about 
until it was done. 


The other day in a Chicago flat there wa? 
found the dead body of Joel H enry Wells, 
a character whose rem arkable experiences 
in courts of insanity 
and lunatic hospitals 
read liko a romance. 
Previous to his death 
W ells had been living 
in the four small rooms 
of his flat, alone, for 
some years, doing his 
own cooking, pursu­ 
ing his studies aud lit­ 
erary researches, and 
collecting a rare and 
valuable library. The 
cause of death in so 
JOEL henry WELLS, sudden and unexpect­ 
ed a m anner was heart disease, an affection 
th a t had troubled him only slightly prev­ 
ious to the fatal attack. 
Mr. W ells was a Frenchm an, 59 years 
old. 
He went to Chicago from New Y ork 
during the w ar and worked as a reporter 
upon the Tribune. 
He has been a w riter 
and publisher ever since. 
Recently he has 
been the editor of The Commercial C ircular, 
a board of trade paper in th a t city, and 
has accum ulated property worth $25, GUO. 
Mr. W ells became notorious about ten 
years ago through attem pts being m ade to 
confine him in an insano asylum. 
Nov. 25, 
1878, he began proceedings for a divorce 
from his wife. 
The day following ho was 
arrested as insane, 
but was (Jischarged 
without trial. 
Dec. 13 ho was again a r­ 
rested and acquitted by a ju ry . 
His wifo 
caused his arrest for the third tim e a fo rt­ 
night later, and 
upon 
her 
testim ony 
th a t 
ho 
was 
insane, 
and 
th at 
of 
her 
physicians, 
who 
said 
ho 
had 
softening 
of 
the 
brain, 
W ells 
was 
ad judged 
insane and com mitted 
to tho 
Elgin asylum. 
He escaped in tho spring 
of 1879, and encaged in business in In ­ 
diana, living in daily fear of arrest. 
Ho 
afterw ard returned to Elgin and asked for 
a discharge. 
Doctor Kilbourne, the super­ 
intendent, refused to give it to him. 
W ells 
then went about the country lecturing upon 
“ The Elgin O utrage” and “ Tho A ttem pts 
of the Illinois asylums to Hold Sane Men 
and Women Prisoners,” and giving his own 
experience in tho Elgin institution. 
His lectures attracted considerable a t­ 
tention, 
and 
created public 
sentim ent 
against tho asylum. 
Ho had engaged 
Dubois’ opera house a t Elgin for Dec. l l to 
deliver one of his lectures, but on tho lit h 
ho was arrested by Dr. 
Kilbourne, 
the 
medical governor of tho asylum, and was 
thereupon taken before the circuit court of 
Chicago Dec. 18, on a w rit of halvas cor­ 
pus to secure his release. 
Tho trial lasted 
until Jan. 8, 1881, when Wells was rem and­ 
ed to the custody of Dr. (K ilbourne, at El­ 
gin on tho testim ony of Drs. Dewey, and 
Crane th a t he was insane. 
A fter this decision Mr. Wells managed to 
get out of court, elude K ilbouruo’s vigil­ 
ance, and again took Hight. 
He was cap­ 
tured by the Elgin city m arshal, but again 
made his* escape, and rem ained concealed 
in Elgin for threo weeks. 
Tho authorities, 
aidod by six Chicago detectives, scoured 
the entire city and neighborhood, but wero 
unable to recapture him. 
On Feb. 17 he went to Indianapolis and 
placed himself under the supervision of 
fivo medical officers of the Indiana State 
hospital for the insane and of a private ex ­ 
pert in the city. 
Several weeks afterw ard 
he went to tho Cincinnati sanitarium , where 
he was six weeks under the most rigid sur­ 
veillance and was subjected to the most 
thorough tests. 
Ho took to Chicago the 
certificates of all these experts th at ho had 
9bout him no trace of insanity. 
Juno I t he

riage. 
His petition was granted, and from 
th a t tim e until his death ho tried hard to 
induce his friends and acquaintances to call 
him by his French name, but did not succeed 
well. 
Among W ells’ friends ho was considered 
a m an of culture and erudition, and an 
excellent conversationalist. 
He was of a 
proud, sensitive naturo and always p articu­ 
lar about his dress aud personal ap p e ar­ 
ance. 
Ho leaves three grow n-up sons who 
are living in Colorado. 
W hilo they took 
no active p art in the effort to keep him in 
ail insane asylum ho has always felt th at 
thsy were lacking in filial duty by uot com­ 
ing to his rescue. 
Odd in his life, Mr. Wells was also ec­ 
centric in his will, and while not ignoring 
his sons, he remembered them only iii a few 
personal effects, leaving a life interest in 
the most of his property to a friend, who 
had not been considered m uch more than a 
passing acquaintance by m utual friends of 
each. 
The will was quite as much a sur­ 
prise to this friend as it is to the public. 
A fter this friend’s death the estate is to 
be given to certain charitable institutions. 
The will closes w ith following strange 
language: 
Looking back upon m y life in its prom ­ 
ise, hopes, expectations, accom plishments 
or realizations as an u tte r failure, w ith no 
feeling of rancor or ill-will to those who 
W'ronged me or deserted mo, w ith an earn 
est desire for the pardon of all m y niis- 
dt-eds, I commend my soul to God, in the 
faith of the P rotestant Episcopal church. 
I hereby appoint John Clark sole executor 
of this last will aud testam ent, aud desire 
and direct th a t he m ay not be required to 
furnish any security for tho perform ance 
of his duties under it. ’ ’

In New York a whist club has been es­ 
tablished with a large and growing mem­ 
bership, and ie supported in handsome 
style. Its rooms are the rendezvous of a 
host of enthusiasts, who play tbe game 
with admirable skill under rules that re­ 
duce the element of ohanoe to a minimum 
and that give the greatest opportunity to 
soieuUfio knowledge. At all the clubs, 
the home, too, it haa made its way to the 
front as a source of refined entertain­ 
ment, and the indications encourage the 
hopes of its devotees that it will become 
pre-eminent.

DISCUSSING THE CO-EMPLOYE RAILROAD 


BILL. 
Evening Wisconsin—Over the 
bill 
making railroad companies liable for in­ 
juries to employes when the responsibil­ 
ity for snob injuries rests with oo-em- 
ployee, the railroad committee had a long 
siege. 
Attorney J. B. Doe. of Janesville, 
spoke favoring the bill. He ridiculed 
the idea that a railroad was run on what 
might be oalled eleemosynary principles. 
He had the idea that the prime purpose 
of rnnning a railroad was to make money* 
This overreaching anxiety of the rail­ 
roads to care for the welfare of their em­ 
ployes was touching. 
They wanted this 
bill defeated so they could pay more. 
Mr. Doe then reviewed judicial decisions 
on tbe subject showing that the tend­ 
ency has been to 
lean fartner and 
farther to tbe side of tbe railroads. He 
cited oases where different persons are 
employed in a work where all employes 
and agents,[from tbe lowest to tbe high­ 
est, are regarded as fellow-seivante, no 
matter how remote from eaon other they 
may usually be occupied, or how distinct 
in character may be their duties. A 
brekeman making a switch for his train 
on one track is a foliow-servant with th 
engineer of another train upon anotb er 
traok and oannot recover for negligeno0 
of such engineer.

NON* OF THE PATENTS CONTROLLED 
AMERICAN CAPITALISTS. 
A dispatch from St. Louis, under date 
of February 13th, aaje the moat impor­ 
tant discovery haa been made here, that 
the control of the bsrbed-wire patents is 
not vested in any American firm or cor­ 
poration, because the device of barbed 
wire was patented in France, to Loma 
J an id, April 19,1865. The law of this 
country as declared by the United States 
"apreme court is that “a foreign patent 
for the same thing or a description of tho 
tning in a foreign publication is aa effect­ 
ual to void a patent aa if the patentee 
had seen the prior invention, notice to 
him not being Important.”
